CHAPTER IIL. 
ON THE UNITY OF THE TRUE RELIGION. 
1. 

To pretend that God may be honored by all the 
different religions which exist on earth, is a system of 
toleration, conceived by human passions, produced 
by impudence, and subverted by reason. As there is 
but one God, so is there but one religion in the world, 
and it alone is capable of paying proper homage to 
the Supreme Being. 

II. 

A religion, which inculcates the belief of all other 
tolerated systems of faith, cannot be but a mockery 
of religious worship ; for, it makes the Deity an idol, 
who is equally pleased with every mode of homage. 
What! the pagan, who adores a plurality of gods ; 
the Jew, the Christian, the Mahometan, who adore 
but one ; the Christian, who rejects Mahomet as an 
impostor ; the Mahometan, who honors him as the 
greatest among prophets ; the Jew, who has crucified 
Jesus Christ, as a blasphemer; the Christian, who 
acknowledges him as the Messiah, foretold by the 
prophets and desired by nations ; the Deist, who de- 
nies revelation ; the Jew, the Christian and the Ma- 
hometan, who admit it ; the Christian, who aores 
Jesus Christ as the Son of God, consubstantial to his || 
Father ; the Socinian, who classes him with mortals; 
do all these, I say, offer an equally acceptable hom- 
agetoGod? Let us divest ourselves of this horrible 
blasphemy. The Supreme Being cannot approve of 
modes of worship which contradict each other ; for 
he is a jealous God. 


Ill. 

To an uncultivated and ignorant people, a system 
of toleration appears to be a monstrous assemblage 
of superstitions ; but to those who reason upon it, it 
seems to be the annihilation of all religion. Reason 
dictates to those who consult her, that sucha system 
of worship is illusive and offensive to an infinitely 
perfect being, such as God is. 

IV. 

In vain is the term moderation used as a cloak to 
justify a system of toleration. It is, to speak correct- 
ly, a charity without light, a cruel mildness, a false 
peace. Religion is not a system, or a philosophy, on 
which variations may be attempted, but it is an im- 
portant duty. Woe to him who does not follow the 
truth. 


¥.. 

We ought not to be surprised that pagan Rome 
should, in the midst of her triumphs, have introduced 
a system of toleration ; that, as mistress of the world, 
she should have embraced every superstition, and 
collected within her famous Pantheon all the Gods of 
Italy, Greece, Egypt, and of every other nation, and 
have excluded from the pale of her toleration, the 
true religion alone. It is natural for errors to look 
for support to each other—and they accordingly 
readily blend together. But that the true religion 
should tolerate all others, is not to be expected ; 
truth is essentially the enemy of falsehood. 

VI. 

Why is the system of religious toleration so anx- 
iously advocated by the would-be philosophers ! The 
human passions alone can solve this problem. To 
lull his conscience, he would not be entirely without 
religion ; and to satisfy his cupidity, without disqui- 
eting himself, he embraces no particular one. The 
mere chimera of a general religion satisfies him, and 
renders his conscience deaf to the remorse that would 
follow the violation of the duties of any particular 


religion : it is by such crafty artifices that cupidi

Yes, true religion is intolerant ; but its intolerance 
is not sanguinary : it simply consists in believing that 
out of its pale, salvation cannot be hoped for, and in 
lamenting the future lot of those who do not embrace 
it. Religion offers violence to no one ; it is persua- 
sive. Jealous of the affections of the heart, it refuses 
all compulsory homage. He who does not profess it 
of his own free will, does not possess it at all.

.To be mistaken in the choice of our religion, is 
one of the greatest misfortunes that can befal man. 
Truth is not rejected with impunity. In despite of 
ourselves, says St. Augustine, it will triumph over us. 
The greatest calamity of man is that no efforts of his 
own can resist the truth. 

X. 

True religion consists in the true worship of the 
true God. [tis an intercourse between God and man, 
uniting the two extremities, that infinite distance ap- 
pears to separate ; teaching man to be sensible of the 
relative situation of himself with his Creator, and in- 
culeating the duties he has to perform, and pointing 
to the hopes he may cherish. But what are the means 
of discovering the true worship ? Shall we carry this 
question before the tribunal of philosophy?) No:

Mahometanism presents us with every thing that is 


|contemptible in its author, in its code and in its ter- 


mination. Mahomet, its founder, commmences as 
an impostor, lives as a tvrant and dies like a villain. 
This cheat, unable at first to prove by miracles his 
prophetic mission, persuades his wife and by her 
means many others, that the fits of epilepsy to which 
he was subject, were raptures caused by bis extraor- 
dinary communications with the angel Gabriel. His 
authority thus established, he sets himself up as an 
inspired man, and extends his religion by the most 
violent measures ; his apostles are not martyrs, but 
soldiers, who, with sword in hand, declare his ex- 
travagant doctrines. He dies at leneth, not in de- 
fence of his doctrine, but poisoned by a female whom 
he had seduced, and who took that method of effec- 
tually discovering if he was an impostor or a prophet. 
The Aleoran, which is the code of his laws, is replete 
with puerile fables, ignorance and contradictions. 
He confounds in it the holy Virgin with Mary the 
sister of Aaron: he asserts that the Jews wished to 
put Jesus Christ to death, but that God miraculously 
saved him, and that another was crucified in his stead. 
He testifies to Moses, Jesus Christ, and to the most 
blessed Virgin. But if the gospel is true, that gospel 
itself condemns Mahomet as imptous. If, on the con- 
trary, the gospel is false, Mahomet’s doctrine ts true. 
All his religion consists in praying with the face 
turned towards Mecca, sacrificing a female camel, 
destroying infidels, keeping a8 many concubines as 
/&@man can support, frequent ablutions, abstinence 
from the flesh of certain animals and in believing 
that Mahomet was a great prophet. The termination 
to which this religion leads is disgusting. The hap-

I turn myself now to Judaism. I there discover 
many characters of the divinity ; a sublime doctrine, 
a pure morality, laws framed with wisdom, a list of 
great men, distinguished by their virtues, endowed 
with the gifts of working miracles and of prophecy.

How vividly does 
the character of the divinity shine forth in christian- 
ity. The incomprehensibility of its mysteries, the 
knowledge of which is infinitely above the reach of 
the human mind ; the purity, the severity of its mo- 
rality so opposed to the Passions 3 the evident, pre- 
cise and fully accomplished prophecies, which have 
announced it; the numerous publie and incontestible 
miracles, by which its founders have proved their 
mission; the low and humble state of those who 
preached it; its wonderful establishment, notwith- 
standing the greatest obstacles ; the incredible num- 
ber of its martyrs of every age, sex and condition, 
who have borne testimony to its truth by the effusion 
of their blood ; its adaptation to all the wants of man; 
these are indeed proofs to which the reason of every 
reflecting mind should bend.

utes. Let us examine each of these in their order. |

| shall tell us what this rule is ? to whom shall we go? 
‘shall I go with you to your ‘infallible rule ?” or will 
_you go with me, to the holy scriptures, and hear the 
Spirit of God speaking infallibly with us? we can- 
not go to your ‘infallible rule.’

But if you do admit their divine inspiration as the 
Council of Trent does, then, here we have found the 
infallible rule. For the same evidence which estab-| 
lishes their divine inspiration, does also establish the | 
fact of their infallibility. God speaking to us, speaks | 
infallibly the truth. Now, we have Ist. only to open | 
their pages, and listen, with profound reverence, to 
God speaking to us. Psalm 19. Here the law of 
God. is declared to be ‘ perfect,’ it is ‘sure,’ it is 
‘right,’ it is ‘pure.’ Isaiah 8, 19, 20. ‘Should nota 
people seek unto their God? for the living to the | 
dead? To the law and to the testimony, if they | 
speak not according to this word, it is because there 
is no light in them.’ Here those are reproved as go- | 
ing away from God, even going ‘to the dead,’ on| 
behalf of the living, who go to any human bar or 
judge for the rule of truth. Again, Prov. 30, 6.— | 
‘ Add thou not unto his words, lest he reprove thee, | 
and thou be found a liar!’ 2 Tim. 3, 16. + All serip- 
ture is given by inspiration of God and is profitable, 
&c.—that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works.’ Here ‘the perfect’ | 
word of the Lord makes the man of God perfect, 
and thoroughly furnished to all good works. No 
language can more plainly declare this rule and judge 
infallible. And, finally, read in Rey. 22, 18, 19, the 
tremendous maledictions of Almighty God, on all | 
those who ‘ add to,’ and who ‘ take away from,’ God's 
written word ! 

Here, then, we have the mind and will of God most | 
plainly spoken : obscurity and weakness, and inefli- 
cacy are not inthe word of God. Who will challenge 
the Almighty and say to him thou speakest obscurely, 
and weakly, and inefficiently ?) Who will venture on 
such blasphemy before the christian public ? If you 
think so, say it. Wechallenge youto come out against 
the Bible: call it imperfect: call it a failure. Set 
up the Pope against God. Let us have no more, 
‘cavils,’ no ‘subterfuges.’ Bring out your accusations 
against the Holy Spirit. Tell the public that the 
Pope and his clergy, or Holy Mother alone, it is, 
and not God’s blessed word, that ‘converts,’ that 
makes us ‘ perfect,’ that furnishes us thoroughly to 
all good works! I know that you say this in your 
books : this is the very basis of your argument when 
you go to establish your living infallible judge! We 
have another argument.

3d. [ shall, in arguinent, lay before you and the 
community, the following chain of reasons and max- 
ims.

Will any 
man deny this, and put his conscience in the keeping 
of Pope or priest, who pledges himself in a manner 
similar to the case of the Duke of Brunswick ? The 
priests were, by a solemn bargain, ‘to be damned in 
the old Duke’s stead, if he should happen to be damned 
Sor becoming a Roman Catholic!) Again, God alone 
can dictate to the conscience, and prescribe our creed 
and true form of worship. If the proudest Pope who 
ever set foot on neck of king or emperor, should rise 
up and dictate these, he would be that man of sin, 
sitting in the temple of God, doing God’s work, by a 
shocking usurpation! Besides, God only can make 
known his will. He employed rational instruments 
to deliver his messages. God never required belief 
without evidence. He always vouchsated sufficient 
evidence, when he did send a prophet or apostle: 
that evidence was exhibited by miracles, prophecies, 
and tongues. When any presented ciaiins to inspi- 
ration, or to give an infallible rule, the chureh, by 
her Lord’s command, required the necessary evidence. 
‘ Try the spirit whether they be of God. The church 
still, must have recourse to the same mode of trying 
those who pretend to divine claims. If we believe 
without evidence we yield ourselves a prey to impos- 
ture. If any man or society of men, now claim to be 
infallible, then they have, from God, the usual evi- 
dence of miracles, prophecy and tongues. If they 


want these, they are knaves and impostors, and ser-| 


vants of the devil! Holy Mother has actually set up 
these claims : she deliberately says that God speak- 
ing in the scriptures neither is nor can be the infal- 
lible rule : but she herself is it. This claim she sets 
up, without producing any of the necessary evidence ; 
hence, if there be force in realm, and truth in the 
Bible, she does act the knave and impostor! And, 


of course, you know whence she gets her commis- 
sion to do so. 


I shall devote the rest of this letter to examine your.

Nay, Dr. Power, 
the Bible does not prove the existence of God !— 
Therefore it is defective : it ts net inspired? You 
would say—* Sir, [ prove the existence of God against 
vou and Atheists, from nature; and, Sir, the Bible 
assumes this that there is aGod: anditishe who speaks 
inittous.’ Just so; in reasoning against a Deist 
you must prove the authenticity of the Bible, not from 
its own page, for he does not believe it. You must 
prove, as [ have said above, from other arguments ; 
and thus, in opposing a Deist, you annihilate your 
own arguncnts against our rule! This the public will 


| distinctly see. 


Again, you olject that the ‘Buble cannot he the 
rule,’ because bad men and heretics sought shelter 
under it, and made a bad use of it. Profound litera- 
ture! Intallible logic! The abuse of a thing con- 
demns it, then! Henee, as medicine and food have 
been abused, it is wicked to use them for the end 
which God made them ! Geology has been abused 
by infidels, Mr. Levins, therefore, this same evidence 
is wieked and unfit to exhibit God’s glory.

Every reader, I trust, will perceive that the radical 
error, pervading your argument, is this—the abuse 
of a thing condemns and annihilates it : and, finally, 
every one of your arguments furnishes weapons for 
the Deist and promotes his cause !

What is it you mean, in so- 
berness, by Holy Mother church ? Have any of your 
Popes been pagan idolators? Was Marcellinus ? 
Which of them heretics, and obviously profane ? 
What was the Aichest number of Popes you ever had 
in Holy Mother, all at once ?

fide ‘infallibility’ in which you all participate! Be- 


ing successors of the Apostles, as you aver, your 
claims must be sustained by similar evidence—or the 
enlightened public will not hesitate to pronounce you 
impostors.

And 
I shall, if God spares me, pay my respects to your 
rule and your defence of it in my next. One word 
to my friends: this [call only skirmishing ; for lam 
pressed for want of time. I propose to begin the 
controversy with my learned opponents soon, in good 
earnest.
